Miss Wangberg, who acceded to our

one from each department of the 
church school, who could then return 
to share the benefits of the institute 
with other teachers. —It is not im- 


possible that, with a little planning, © 


“zones” could be arranged within our 
synod to help us reap more benefits 
from this inter-synodical venture.”

Stenburg’s picture no longer 
hangs in the gallery of Dusseldorf, 
for fire some years ago destroyed 
the building and all the works of 
art within it. Before it was burned, 
copies of it had been made, and 
some may be found hanging still 
in homes and churches of Europe. 
Some copies are in American homes. 

A young girl from England visit- 
ed in a home in Germany nearly 
100 years ago. Among the pictures 
that hung on the wall of the home 
where she visited was a copy of 
Stenburg’s painting. 


One day she was alone in the 
room where the picture hung, and 
she began to think about it. The 
longer she looked at the picture, 
the more gripped she was by it. 
How much God had done for her 
in the finished work on Calvary! 
Beneath the picture were the words 
Stenburg had put on the original 
and they burned themselves into 
her heart. While she sat thus medi- 


tating, a song was born. She wrote 


the words in the silence there 
before God Himself. 


The whole song centers about the 
thought, 


“All this I did for thee; 
What hast thou done for me?” 


You have sung it before. You 
may sing it again. Look at the 
picture and sing it with your heart 
as well as your lips. It is a good 
song for this Holy Week when we 
again concentrate on the suffering 
and death of Jesus.

‘Suppose we had had no LWF, who 
would have come to the assistance of 
these brethren in Siberia. 

The theme of the Assembly is 
“Christ Frees and Unites.” This theme 
has been studied by leading church- 
men the past two or three years. Cer- 
tain ideas were developed and a book- 
let printed, where the theme is discus- 
sed under five headings. This theme 
is given further clarification by lec- 
tures. Then the 252 delegates and the 
400 official visitors are divided into 
groups of 25-30 members where the 
subject is gfven thorough discussion. 
The discussion results are then col- 
lected and it is hoped that at the con- 
clusion of the Assembly the Lutheran 
Church may tell the world what it 
believes is the only way of faith and 
life.
